‘on the State road. At the closé of the war the 
original owners found their preperty destroyed. 
-In a few years they made a claim upon the state, 
and a compromise was effected.’’ 

“What was this compromise’ ’ 

“Tt was that the state should give staie aid to 
the amount of $15,000 a mile to the company in 
lieu of all damages, and that the company should 
then build the road, This was accepted and the 
work was begun. Now it was not a negro legisla- 
ture that passed this bill. The negroes had been 
turned out. It was not a radical] legislature—for 
it bag thirty-eight democratic majority, [t was 
not the radicals that passed it—for Governor Con. 
ley, then president of the senate, and eighteen 
other republicans opposed it bitterly, 
and when it was passed made a written protest.

In a forest of green live oaks, richly laden 
orange trees, and a profusion of vines and 
flowers, a large frame plantation house was 
presented. It is a single story in height, 
and has the regulation pillars and broad 
verandas of an aristocratic southern man- 
sion, There the ex-Confederate president 
lives with his nephew,-Generai Davis, and 
their joint families. The ex-queen of the 
confederate court is a stout, motherly, cul- 
tured, genial woman, and her daughter, a 
strongly marked copy of the mother, pos- 
seases unusual attractions both of person 


ft an® intellect. The house is furnished with 


every regard to comfort, as the well worn 
easy chairs and lounges and the hail and 
parlor divans faithfully attest, and the 
walls are decorated with ancient paintings 
and modern bric-a-brac, while the wide 
chimney place and capacious mantel féli 
how the cheerfal pice fire silences the song 


serenade of the mosquito. 

Soon after I had been politely bowed 
into the parlor Jefferson Dayis entered 
alone, and his greeting was a cordial wel- 
come of the proverbial hospitality of the 
south, I confess to disappointment in the 
general appearance of the man who stands 
in history to-day asa soldier and statesman 
without acountry. I expected to find the 
strongly marked traces of a grievously dis- 
appointed life and a severe civility and 
studied reticence in discussing all things of 
the past; but those who beiieve Jefferson 
Davis tobe misanthropic in temperament 
and embittered against the nation and 
world greatly misjudge him. Nor is he a 
broken invalid, as is generally regarded. 
His yet abundant locks and full beard are 
deeply silvered, and his face and frame 
spare as they have always been, but his 
step is elastic and steady, and the hard 
lines of his brow, which are so conspicuous 
in his pictures, are at once effaced when he 
enters into conversation. 

Instead of impressing the visitor as a po- 
litical recluse who has no interest in the 
land to whose citizership he will live and 
die a stranger, he at once invites the free- 
dom of a planter’s home by chatting with 

out reserve, save when his contemporaries 
are likely to be criticised, when he adroitly, 
and pleasantly turns the discussion into 
inoffensive channels. He is yet the same 
positive man in ali his convictions and 
purposes that made him the leader of a 
causeless rebellion. He wel! understands 
that he cast the die for empire or for fail- 
ure; that must make him an alien to his 
country and the world, and that he lost 
and he knows he is to day the most power 

less of all menin the land to retrieve the 
fortunes of those who followed him to be- 
reave ment and sacrifice. 

He reads aright the inexorable judgment 


that makes him execrated for the confed 

eracy, while his equally guilty subordinates 
have been welcomed to the fatted calf. His 
vice-president. who followed the slave em- 
pire off, when darkness and doubt gatheréd 
about it, made haste to scramble over the 
ruins of the confederacy and regain the seat 
in Washington from which he seceded with 
Davis to aid in guiding the rebellion. Two 
of his unnoted warriors have sat in the re 

publican cabinets; Lee’s ablest lieutenant 
is the republican ministet to Turkey; the 
man who marched the first regiment of 
volunteers to Charleston and _ served 
as a confederate senator unti' 
Appomattox became historic, died as 
the républican minister fo Russia, and the 
senatvand house and the Washington de 

partments swarm with men who were 
abreast with Jefferson Davis in every effurt 
to dismember the republic, but Davis is the 
embodiment of humiliation, while his fel- 
lows go in and out without displeasure. j; 
heard no allusion to, or complaint of, this 
injustice, but it is plainly evident that 
Davis entirely appreciates it, and believes 
it not to be cunsistent with himself and the 
grave responsibilities he assumed, huwever 
mistaken he may have been in assuming 
them, if he did not deliberately remain an 
alien to the government, he, more conspic 
uously than others, struggled to overthrow. 
He could not help the south or himself by 
accepting a restoration to citizenship, and is 
wisely content with the stubborn faith in 
the rectitude of his lost cause. 

I have long desired to know the exact 
truth from the fountain source and knoow}l- 
edge on the subject in regard to several! 
important events of the war, and was agree- 
ably surprised at the freedor: with which 
Mr. Davis met my inquiries. Why Beaure- 
gard was ordered to fire upon Major Ander- 
son in Fort Sumter after his surrender was 
inevitable at a specified time without 
assaulting the flag, has never been entirely 
understood. It wasan act of madness, as it 
made division in the north impossible, and 
{| have always believed the real cause of the 
order to open fire was to unify the south, 
and end the threatening movement for a re- 
union on certain terms, Mr. Davis answered 
promptly and emphatically that the order 
was given because faith had been broken 
by the Lincoln administration in attempt- 
ing to re-enforce Major Anderson, and that 
the south needed no war to solidify its 
people. I think he errs in underestimating 
the probable power of the movement in the 
south for reconstruction before the war, 
but it is evident that in deciding to issue 
the fatal order for the assault upon Sumter 
he believed the confederacy invincible, and 
defiantly resented what he regarded as a 
violation of the pledge of the federal gov- 
ernment. Thatact practically consolidated 
the north, and thenceforth the confederacy 
was a fearfully hopeless venture. 

On another important point he answered 
with the same freedom. When asked 
whetheg the aggressive movement of Lee 
that culminated at Gettysburg was adopted 
as purely military strategy or the offspring 
ofa political necessity inside the confed- 


act of both military and political strategy, 
but was not dictated at all oy political con- 
siderations. He said the wisdom of the 
military movement was proven in the re- 
call of Meade from Virginia, and the trans- 
fer of both armies to northern soil, but, he 
soberly added, the battle was a mi«fortune.

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MEN WITH MILLIONS. 


The men who do no work and yet liveon 
the fat of che land, says a correspondent of 
the Detroit Free Press, are constantly in- 
creasing in New York. Ido not refer to 
the clever fellows who pick up ali sorts of 
odds and ends by their wits, but to the high- 
toned idlers along Fifth avenue and there. 
about, who toil not, neither do they spin, 
and yet dress in the best and fare sumptu 
ously every day, chiefly at the clubs. Must 
ol them are the sons of men who laid up 
fortunes by just as hard work as any of our 

merchants are doing now. for- 
tunes were put into real estate or some other 
form of permanent investment, and now 
—_ handsome annual returns. We have 
andiords in New York whose rent rolisrun 
from $30,000 to $50,000 a year, and in some 
cases to $100000. These, I hardly 
say, are exclusiveof the Astors, Go and 
other heirs to enormous estates. We have 
scores of very rich men, besides, who made 
great fortanes in trade or by speculation, 
and who rank as millionaires, though their 
names are not often seen in the papers. 

Asa rule, the sons of these magnat f 
the first-class and the second, have no ™- 
elination to work. It was enough for their 
fathers and grandfathers to do that. What 
they live for is to have a good tjme—to 
dress at the top of the tashion, drive fast 
house:, be bailfellows well met with the 
nabobs of the clubs, get invitations to stylish 
dinners and receptions, and ip a general 
way copy the manvers and dress of the 
English aristocracy as closely as possible. 
A goed deal has n said from time to 
time about the growth of a privileged class 
in New York. The class is a very large 
one, and it includes another class which 
may be called the community of aristo- 
cratic idlers. As families acquire large 
wealth, and set up in the fashio~able worid 
this class steadily increases. Our friends. 
the communists, dislike it greatly, and 
would like to pull it down, but it keeps on 
growing, and will continue to do so. Iis 
existence is, no doubt, one of the inevita- 
ble consequences of the accumulation of 
money in individual hands. 

_It used to be a great thing to bea million- 
aire—that is,to be wurth a miliion—but 
that was in the old-fashioned time before 
the war.

The 
recognized head of the Astor familv is worth 
not less than $30,000 000 in his own right, 
and the aggregate wealth of the family, 
counting its several branches, would proba 
bly run $100,000,000. James R. Keene, 
who came here from California not very 
long ago, to teach Wail street some new 
tricks, is thought to be worth $10,000 000 
ex-overnor Morgan is considered good for 
the same amount, and has made most of it 
in Wall street since he retired from Albany.
